World, were banned.in October; 
1977, along with 16 Black Con- 
sciousness organizations. Shortly 
before their closure’ Mr. James 
Kruger,’ the ‘then Minister of 
Justice, had coiplaiied about’ 
a leading article in The. World 
about: the déath in police detéên- 
tion - oE Mr Steve  Biko,. the 
Black Consciousness leader. 

Although ‘The Post was uot 
as .outspokern as The World 
had been, ir nevertheless stood 
firmly in .support .of black 
interests and’ was often robust. 
in its criticism of the Gover 
ment's race policies. 

The editor of The Post and 
The Sunday Post was Mr Percy: 
Qoboza whe had _ previously 
been in charge of The World. 
He spent several months in 
detection after the latter paper 
was banred. Last week Mr 
Qoboza, who is presently in the 
United ` States, announced rhat 
he was resigning as the editor 
of the Post papers. 

The closing of the two papers 
was widely condemned today.

Today the company was in- 
formed by Mr hristiaan 
Heunis,. the Interior Minister, 


that although the Government 
could not by law prevent the 
publishers from applying for 


registration, it would ban the 
papers .if this was done. 1 

Mr Hal Miler, E 
director of Argus, said the Gor: 
ernment had oid him it had 
decided some time ago to ban 
the two newspapers, but the 
decision had not been imple- 
mented because the strike had 
kept the papers off the streets. 
No reason was given for the 
decision. 

Because of the strike, resis- 
tration of the newspapers bad 
lapsed. Argus applied immedi- 
ately either for the Govern- 
ment to condone the Japse in 
registration or for the papers 
to be registered. 

Mr Miller said the company

BBC for five years. Zena 
Cooper's presence at the piano, 
zestul and responsive, gives 
Mr Bardon a focus that makes 
his stories seem spontaneous, 
something more than another 
man’s mernories. 

Those around me that might 
know found Mr Bardon exact 
in his imitation when the 
second act maved to a 1952 
Palladium performance. I can 
oniy praise Mr Bardon for being 
so funny that I trusted his own 
music-hall skills. His dancing 1s 
nat much, and his singing is 
less, but the entire act works, 
with much of it hanging on the 
success of an, obscene wink aad , 
its careful direction t6 women 
in the audience. 

Bedecked in outrageous avd

Why the Russians are boring 


Twenty-five Years aso the 
Russians, whose country in- 
cludes more frozen wasteland 
than any other in the world, 
sent a small expedition to the 
arher side of the globe on the 
first Soviet exploration of the 
Antarctic. 

Today, as the Russians cele- 
brate the anpiversary, about 
1,400 people, including over 600 
scientists, are in the southern 
continent on the biggest and 
most ambitious Soviet pro- 
gramme, to explore for 
minerals, bore deep iato the ice- 
caP, map the Antarctic main- 
Jarrd and study the ionosphere. 

The Russians are now mong 
the most active and experieace 
of the 12 natiors exploring 
Antarctica. 

The latest expediuon, now 
halfway through its work during 
the Antarctic summrer, is the 
twenty-sixth to set off from the 
Institute for Arctic and Antarc» 
tic Research in Leningrad. 

It is led by Dr Viadimir 
Shamontyev. a 50-year-old geo- # 
grapher with vast experience of 
wintering on drifting icefloes, 
and is formidably equipped. 

Eight ships are taking part, 
including the main suppl 
vessel, Kapitan Markov, vessels 
for studying the ocean floor, 
three helicopters, four light air- 
craft, snow-tractors, hauler« 
trucks and mobile homes. 

Last year a direct air Hirk was 
established berween Moscow 
and the main Molodyozhnaya 
observatory in Enderby Land, 
one of seven permanent Soviet 
research stations. 

A Tunway was Dullt on an İice- 
floe 60 miles awar by a special 
machine for heating and corm- 
pacting the snow and it is 
strong enough to bear fully- 
laden turboprop Ilyushin 18D 
aircraft and eren the larger 
Ilyushin 62 jets.

Aparr from the development of 
the particular skill, the combination 
of timing, accuracy, judgment, and 
taste that is required as a pupil 
progresses can only improre per- 
formance in other subjects if 
instrumental lessons are followed 
with a sense of purpose. To deny 
this educational opportunity tn 
children is shortsighted in the 
extreme. 

Many hare paid tribute to the 
specialisr music schools and the 
education they provide. Ir should 
be aur aim to discover latent talent 
in all children, not only in those 
who have the good fortune to be 
able, or choose, ro pay the extra 
fees involved. More important than 
the discorery of a very sifted child, 
however, is the contribution that 
musical expertise may make to 
identifving other unsuspected 
talents in the average puvil; musi- 
cal ability tends to show itself 
earlier than many academic talents’ 
and can prove the key to progress 
in other areas. We can be thankful 
that many education authorities 
fully recognize the immense values 
for monev that instrumental tuitiorr 
provides m their systems.

From Sir Leslie Miurphy 

Sir, I have been a lifelong Supporter 
af the Labour Parry. The reasons 
for this are very similar to those 
mentioned: by Mr Caiiaghan at the 
recent conference at Blac 1. My 
father became unemployed during 
the depression of the thirties as 3 
resuir of the closure ef the plaor in 
which he was working. T was at 
schiùol at the time and his experi- 
ences Made 1 deep impression on 


me. 

It seemed to me then thar the 
Labour Party had a better under- 
standing of the consequences for 
the individual ùf policies which 
neglected human and spiritual 
values ir pursuit of economic and 
financial goals. Ir was searching 
for a fairer and mare just society. 

Later on,. I1 became private 
secretary to Hugh Gairskell and this 
served to irm those early 
formed Tiews. His untimely م‎ 
was in my view x great tragedy for 
the: Labour Party and has had a 
decisive effect upon its policies and 
its fortunes. 

We are now facing a period in 
which. we may experience some of 
the problems of the thirties. Part 
of the cause of this lies ir economic 
changes on the world scene from 
which we cannot insulate ourselves. 
These are the rise in energy prices, 
the depression in world ‘trade and 
the inflationary pressures felt on 
8 worldwide basis, Bur the domestic 
policies pursued by the present 
Government during the last 1$ 
months have undoubtedly, exacer- 
bated the situation in rhe United 
Kingdom. and as a result we are 
facing a further rise in unemploy- 
ment—perhaps to three million or 
warse—the spread of poverty and 
homelessness and an increase in 
social tensions, particularily among 
the young unemployed. 
Ir these Cresta, TIT would 

ave expected to continue my sup” 
port for the Labour Party. But e 
policies which it is now proposing 
seem to me just as unacceptable as 
those of the present Government.
